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HE WELCOME given to Admiral Dewey by the 
city of New York was without a parallel in the 
history of the country. No such greeting was 

offered to Winfield Scott. the conqueror of Mexico, 
to Farragut, the captor of New Orleans and Mobile, 
or even to Grant, the subduer of the Rebellion. The ex- 
planation of the unprecedented enthusiasm displayed on 
this oceasion may not lie upon the surface, yet a little 
reflection should disclose it. In the Northern States, 
our invasion of a neighboring republic was regarded 
with anything but pride, and the resultant acquisition 
of California and New Mexico was denounced as rob- 
bery. Owing to the prolongation of the Rebellion, the 
capture of New Orleans was not recognized at the time 
as the deathblow that it really was. The surrender of 
Lee at Appomattox was hailed with fervor by those who 
desired a restoration of the Union, but they were not 
disposed to exult over the sorrows of their Southern 
brethren. They felt, like the Romans, that a triumph 
ought to be denied to the victor in a civil war, and 
should be reserved exclusively for the conqueror of for- 
eign enemies. In Dewey’s achievement, on the other 
hand, all the conditions justifying enthusiastic celebra- 
tion were conjoined. It was a just and disinterested 
war which we waged with Spain. The victory at Ca- 
vité, though it resulted in the annihilation of the oppos- 
ing fleet, was accomplished without the loss of a single 
American life. It answered Shakespeare’s detinition 
that ‘The victory is twice itself, when the achiever 
brings full numbers home.’’ It was, however, as re- 
garda its ulterior consequences that the battle had pro- 
found significance. It practically assured the transfer 
to the United States of the Spanish empire in the isles 
of the Pacific. It gave us an unrivalled fulerum for the 
procurement of an ample share in that trade of regener- 
ated China which is destined to be the capital prize of 
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the twentieth century. Above all, it revealed us to man- 
kind as a power in the Old World no less than in the 
New, and taught us that our mission could not be re- 
stricted to the Western Hemisphere. Such was the 
lesson learned by Rome when her legions crossed the 
Adriatic. It was the more or less vague consciousness 
of the tremendous issues involved in the victory at Ca- 
vité which led us to acclaim the man in whom these 
were personified. From day to day, it will grow clearer 
that May 1, 1898, marks the starting-point of a new 
national departure, the full scope of whose majestic 
outcome will be known only to our children’s children, 

A comprehension of the larger meanings of the vic- 
tory at Cavité is not confined to the city of New York. 
A like appreciation of the work, begun on May 1, 1898, 
has been evinced by the people of Washington, and 
there is scarcely one important city in any section of 
the Republic which has not expressed a keen desire to 
greet the man who made us a great power in Asiatic 
waters. Such an outburst of popular admiration and 
gratitude affords a conclusive proof that Admiral Dewey, 
if he would accept a nomination for the Presidency in 
1900, would be a formidable, if not irresistible, eandi- 
date. There is no doubt that General Grant, who, up 
to the outbreak of the Civil War, had been a Democrat, 
could have been elected in 1868 on either ticket. It 
appears that Admiral Dewey, like most naval officers, 
has at no time taken any active part in politics, though, 
like Grant, he fought for the Union during the War of 
the Rebellion; and, born as he was in Vermont, it is 
probable enough that his early associations were Re- 
publican, Of his capacity to serve his country without 
distinction of party, he, like Grant, has furnished indis- 
putable vouchers. In this case, however, and it might 
be well for the Republic if it were true in every case, 
the office will have to seek the man, and fot the man 
the office. It is understood that overtures relating to 
a candidacy for the Presidency have been already pri- 
vately made to Admiral Dewey, but that he has shown 
a modest disinclination to accept them, and a natural 
preference for the professional duties to which his life 
has been devoted. No wise man, however, refuses an 
office before it is authoritatively offered, and it is open 
to doubt whether the American citizen lives who would 
reject the tender of a nomination for the Presidency, if 
made by the National Convention of a great political 
party. 

T THE HOUR when we write, the international 
yacht race is still undecided. The first three 
trials between the British aud American com- 

petitors counted for nothing, inasmuch as the course 
was not covered within the time limit. As Shamrock 
was ahead, however, on each occasion, when the time 
limit expired, there are many who think that she may 
win, and the result is a marked change of odds in the 
betting. Patriotic Americans, of course, desire the tri- 
umph of Columbia, yet it is certain that her defeat would 
immensely increase the popular interest in the contest 
on both sides of the Atlantic. It is upward of forty 
years since the cup was borne away from British waters 
by the schooner-yacht America. In the effort to re- 
cover it, the subjects of Queen Victoria have shown 
astonishing persistency and pluck. The British yachts- 
men have a right to quote the well known lines in Ad- 
dison’s **Cato’’: 

“ Tis not in nature to command success, 

But we'll do more, Sempronius, we'll deserve it.” 
No magnanimous American could witness with bitter- 
ness, much less with anger, the long-deferred attain- 
ment of a victory so gallantly pursued. There is no 
doubt that familiarity with the waters sailed over counts 
for something ina yachtrace. That advantage we have 
possessed for nearly half a century, and it is but fair 
that our British kinsmen should enjoy it once in a while. 
If the trophy went back to the United Kingdom, Ameri- 
can yachtsmen and American designers would feel and 
say, ‘The fought-for cup has been ours before, and it 
shall be ours again,’’ and the task of recovery would be 
undertaken with unexampled energy and ardor. The 
vessel that we should send across the Atlantic in the 
following year to bring back the cup temporarily surren- 
dered would probably as much surpass Columbia as that 
sloop surpasses Puritan. If, in other words, the aim of 
international yacht-racing is improvement in the model- 
ling, equipping and managing of sailing vessels, that 
purpose would be best subserved by Shamrock’s victory. 


T NOW LOOKS as if, before the present number 
of COLLIER’S WEEKLY is in the reader’s hands, an 
invasion of Natal by the Boers will have begun. 

The South African Republic will not be responsible for 
the war because it fires the first gun. The responsi- 
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bility will rest upon Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, who not 
only rejected President Kriiger’s latest offer to natural- 
ize aliens after seven years’ residence, but recalled his 
former request for a conference, and announced that he 
would dictate the terms with which the Boers must com- 
ply. That is to say, the Transvaal had to choose be- 
tween war and a practical renouncement of the right 
of internal self-government. Driven to such an alter- 
native, the Boers naturally pronounced for war, and, 
having done so, they could not be expected to remain 
quiescent until Great Britain should have placed over- 
whelming forces in South Africa. Their only hope of 
retaining their liberties is to beat the British, piecemeal. 
At present, Great Britain has only about 14,000 regular 
soldiers in South Africa, including the small detachment 
of the Anglo-Indian contingent which has arrived at 
Durban. Asa part of these 14,000 regulars must be 
kept in the Cape Colony for the purpose of overawing 
the Afrikanders, who outnumber the white inhabitants 
of British extraction, it is impossible to array forthwith 
in Natal more than 8,000 men at the utmost, against 
whom have been muste’ed about twice as many Dutch 
burghers of the Transvaal. It should also be borne in 
mind that, before the whole of the Anglo-Indian con- 
tingent, hitherto fixed at 10,000 men in all, can reach 
Durban, the Transvaal will have received reinforcements 
from the Orange Free State which should be able to put 
in the field at least 20,000 men. As for the army corps 
which is to be sent from England, it is clear from the 
unprepared state of the War. Office that at least two, 
and, perhaps, three months will elapse before the whole 
of it can be landed in South Africa. If the Boers within 
the next sixty days shall have been victorious in prelimi- 
nary engagements, and shall have-overrun Natal, an 
uprising of the Afrikander element in the Cape Colony 
could hardly be averted, and a part of the British army 
corps would have to be detailed for the protection of 
British subjects in and near Capetown. All railway 
communication between Capetown, or Port Elizabeth, 
or Durban with the interior would, of course, be inter- 


rupted, in the event of initial successes on the part of . 


the Boers, and the diamond fields at Kimberley could 
no more be defended than could the gold mines at Jo- 


hannesburg. 


HK PHOTOGRAPHIC front page which we re- 
cently published of a telegraph station in 

a cathedral in the Philippines, over the cap- 

tion ‘*Respectfully Referred to the Secretary of War,”’ 
has elicited a great deal of comment on the part of our 
daily and weekly contemporaries. The motive of the pub- 
lication, however, has been, in some instances, misunder- 
stood. In commemorating a regrettable incident, it was 
our aim to direct to it the President’s attention. We were 
aware that, in the interior of Luzon, the insurgents have 
often converted a church into a fortress, for the reason 
that it is usually the only stone building in a Filipino 
town. We also took for granted that it might be 
through inadvertence that our troops, having captured 
such a stronghold, have, at times, overlooked its sacred 
character and employed it for military purposes. We cer- 
taialy could not assume that an American officer would 
deliberately commit an act of sacrilege. A moment’s 
reflection should convince him that the desecration of 
a religious edifice by the Filipinos could afford no ade- 
quate excuse for similar conduct on our part. We have 
entered the Philippines as representatives.of a better 
form of government and a higher civilization, and it is, 
obviously, our duty to offer then an example of the re- 
spect and reverence which a sanctuary should command. 
We did not doubt that the obligation to give the Filipinos 
a lesson in this respect, as well as in the general atti- 
tude of our forces toward the religious institutions of 
Luzon, would be recognized by the Administration. We 
were not surprised, therefore, when we learned that, 
immediately after the incident commemorated in the 
picture was brought to the President’s notice, an in- 
quiry concerning the affair was telegraphed to General 
Otis. From the despatch sent in reply, it appears that 
the facts justified our appeal to the Executive. General 
Otis reports that sixteen churches in Luzon were, on 
September 18, occupied by United States troops; that 
four were partially occupied, though without interfer- 
ence with religious services, and that three convents 
were tenanted by our soldiers. Thirteen of these build- 
ings had been previously used for war purposes by the 
insurgents, but this, as we have said, does not relieve 
us from the duty of offering a better example. General 
Otis’s despatch gives the assurance that, except in the 
instances named, church property has been respected 
and protected. We may, doubtless, take for granted 
that all acts of desecration will be hereafter avoided, 
in view of the President’s communication on the

vaal England has been caught napping. From 

present indications it is evident that it will take 
unti] the end of next month before Britain will be 
ready to make any aggressive move. That a long 
and severe campaign is expected is evident from the 
fact that the best fighters in the British army are 
on the way to the Cape. With Sir Redvers Buller, 
the commander-in-chief, are Lord Methuen, Sir C. F. 
Clery and Sir W. F. Gatacre, as division commanders; 
Colonel French in command of the cavalry and Colonel 
Marshall in command of the artillery. The brigade 
commanders are Major-Generals Colville, Hildyard, 
Wauchope, Lyttleton, Hart, Babington, and Brabazon, 
ail of whom have distinguished careers on the field of 
battle. General Walker, who is already at the Cape, 
will assume command of the lines of communication. 
General White will command the Natal forces, with 
Major-General Hunter, of Soudan fame, as chief of 
staff. Seventy transports will be required to move the 
army of eight regiments of cavalry, twenty-eight regi- 
ments of infantry of the line and brigade artillery—a 
total of fifty thousand men. 

In addition to this regular force, the British will have 
the assistance of the Cape Mounted Rifles, the Port 
Elizabeth and Germantown Volunteers, the Natal 
Police, the Durban Light Infantry, the Canadian and 
Ausiralian volunteers, two thousand men from the 
navy, and the Kimberley Diamond Fields Police. 

On the other hand, the Boers have mobilized an 
army of about twenty-five thousand men, ununiformed 
and unkempt, but well mounted and as expert with the 
rifle as in 1881. This does not include four thousand 
former German soldiers, led by Colonel Schiel, five 
hundred Americans under Blake, and oue thousand 
French. 

As a precautionary measure, all the bars and saloons 
in the Transvaal have been closed, and the government 
has taken possession of the gold mines within its jur- 
isdiction. In addition, it has ‘‘commandeered’’ four 
million dollars’ worth of gold in transit from Johannes- 
burg to Capetown. 

Five thousand burghers under General Jan Kock 
are at Vryheid, menacing Dundee in Natal; General 
Cronje, who captured Jameson, is at Fourteen Streams, 
menacing Kimberley. General Schalk Burger is in the 
vicinage of Koomatipoort, ready to pounce upon Lorenzo 
Marquez, in Portuguese East Africa. General Malan 
is at Rustenberg, commanding the road to Mafeking in 
British Bechuanaland. And, finally, old Piet Joubert 
is at Volksrust, within four miles of Amajuba Hill, 
with twelve thousand men. In all, there are nine Boer 
columns in the Transvaal moving cautiously on British 
territory. 

The Orange Free State has not been asleep either. 
One detachment has closed Botha’s Pass, commanding 
Newcastle, Natal. Commander Allriche, chief of the 
Free State Artillery, is at Bloemhof, covering Kim- 
berley. Commander Boning is at Harrismith, on the 
way to Ladysmith in Natal, and Commander Smit is 
at Kronstadt covering the road to Johannesburg and 
Pretoria. 

It is safe to predict that the first fighting will be done 
at or near Dundee, Taking this as a basis of specula- 
tion, it will be seen, from the above disposition of troops, 
that the Boers have by far the better position. Dundee 
may prove another Amajuba Hill; for, unless the Boers 
blunder grossly, they will capture it without a doubt. 
It is situated on a spur of railway connecting Durban 
with Johannesburg, and is the centre of the best coal

fields in South Africa, at the base of the Biggars Berge, 
a chain of mountains extending north and south. — Fif- 
teen miles to the east is the Buffalo River and ten miles 
still further east is Vryheid, where General Kock is 
stationed. 

To the north of Dundee is Volisrust, Joubert’s laager. 
To the northwest is the Free State command under 
Boning, which can reach Ladysmith in three hours, 
So that Dundee can be and probably will te attacked 
from three sides. 

If, on the other hand, the British succeed in stand- 
ing off the Transvaal Boers at Dundee, the Free Staters 
can take Ladysmith, and then the road to Pietermaritz- 
burg, the capital of Natal, will be clear of British troops. 
It is perhaps for this reason that the British Admiralty 
has ordered three cruisers to Durban at once, with in- 
structions to land two hundred marines with rapid-fire 
guns. Or is it for fear of an uprising in the colony 
itself? 

In the Cape Colony matters are in still worse shape 
for the British. Kimberley, which is within twenty 
miles from the borders of both the Transvaal and the 
Free State, is absolutely unprotected. It lies on an 
undulating veldt, with no natural defenses, and, be- 
sides, is dependent for water upon the Vaal River, 
controlled by the enemy. There are four thousand 
British there at present, while five thousand burghers 
are at Boshof, three thousand at Jacobsdal and three 
thousand at Fourteen Streams. 

From an intimate knowledge of the country, I should 
judge that the plan of campaign will consist, on the 
part of the Boers, of seizing Kimberley and Pieter- 
maritzburg, in the hope that this will end the war. 
The British will in all probability take Lorenzo Mar- 
quez, for it is an open secret that Portugal has leased 
or sold its territory to Britain. In addition, there will 
come a concerted move to take Pretoria, via Bloem- 
fontein, capital of the Free State, while other columns 
will advance north, by way of Kimberley and Aliwal 
North in the Eastern Province. 

Before taking up another aspect of the crisis, a word 
to correct erroneous despatches will not be amiss. 
Newspaper readers have been repeatedly told that 
Laing’s Nek was the only pass between Natal and the 
two burgher states. This is not so; for there are 
more than half a dozen, available for military opera- 
tions. To begin, Laing’s Nek is not a pass, but a low 
hill facing a pass. A few miles west is Botha’s Pass. 
Still more westerly is Muller’s Pass. Southwest of 
that is Sunday’s Rest Pass, and southwest again Cun- 
dycleugh Pass. Directly west is De Beers Pass, and 
west of that Van Reenen’s Pass, through which the rail- 
road runs from Ladysmith to Harrismith. The next is 
Bezuidenhout’s, and Jast comes Olivier’s Hoeck Pass. 

Now a few words about the cause of all the trouble 
—the real cause—Johannesburg, the City of Gold, the 
home of more adventurers and outcasts than almost any 
other mining city in the world. Johannesburg stands 
on the site of a farm formerly owned by one Bezuiden- 
hout. He lived in peace until 1886, when prospectors 
traced the gold veins at Klerksdorp to his farm. Then 
the government threw open the place and arush of gold- 
seekers began. The scum and riff-raff of the earth as- 
sembled in the camp, to leaven the broth of speculators 
and promoters. Soon Johannesburg rose Pheenix-like 
from the ashes of Boer simplicity and in a year had 
thirty thousand inhabitants. In the next two years 
this was doubled, and the town could boast of a fine 
government building, a number of equally attractive 
office structures, many superb residences, two theatres 





and enough churches to convert even the sinners of 
Johannesburg. Now the city is a modern one in every 
respect. Its buildings, some of which are shown in the 
accompanying photographs, are a credit to their owners, 
the streets are well kept, and, despite the continued 
crises of the last four years, Johannesburg has pros- 
pered. 

The principal street is Commissioner Street, which 
runs east and west, parallel with the line of mines just 
south of the town. Street cars run along this thorough- 
fare from the old Jeppe’s Town and from the Stock 
Exchange to Doornfontein, the residential section, via 
Bree Street. That real estate was valuable before agi- 
tation ruined the town is evident from the fact that in 
1896 two lots on Commissioner Street were sold for one 
hundred and ten thousand dollars. 

The area of the town is about six square miles, with 
eighty miles of streets. There is also a tine race-course, 
a public library, four theatres, a golf course and polo 
ground, and about a dozen clubs. All the main streets 
are lighted by electricity, while gas is supplied to dwell- 
ings. On the hill north of the town is a fine hospital, 
costing two hundred thousand dollars to erect. 

So that Johannesburg was and is a modern town, 
where it is possible to live like a civilized being. 

In nearly every article or despatch concerning the 
South African crisis there is mentioned one Paul 
Kriiger, President of the South African Republic. I 
had the pleasure of meeting him, and, at the risk of 
defying the majesty of Britain, I will say that he im- 
pressed me as a most remarkable man—as a man who 
has all the attributes that go to make the hero, save 
that of physical beauty—moral and physical courage, 
superb honesty, fear of God, and magnificent love of 
country. 

The best-loved and worst-hated man in South Africa, 
he is a figure so unique that history will accord to him 
a high place. Men hate him for his simple honesty— 
they love him for his rectitude. They hate hiv be- 
cause he fought the encroachments of the gold greedy 
—they love him, for he battled for his native land. 
They despise him for his lack of polish—they adore 
him for the absence of all. ostentation. They deem 
him a fool, stubborn and bigoted—they admire his 
steadfastness of purpose and his devotion to duty. 

They—but why dilate on the contradictions that con- 
front the student of Paul Kriiger’s personality? He is 
a rara avis among the rulers of men—the idol of Boer- 
dom, the hate of Uitlanders. 

Kriiger may be divided into two personalities—the 
physical and the moral. So to the physical Krier first, 
for he is the least attractive. There are few men as 
unattractive as he, and yet there is a charm in his un- 
couth appearance, an attraction in his gruff voice, that 
is indescribable. His very ugliness commands atten- 
tion. He dominates and controls—the power of his 
personality. 

Although slighuy bent, he stands nearly six feet 
high. Heavy in build and slow in movement, he is the 
typical Boer. Draw Paul Kriger, and you have pic- 
tured all Boerdom. He has the long arms and huge 
hands of the race, save that the thumb of the left hand 
is missing—the result of a boyish hunting expedition. 
Morning, noon and night find Paul Kriiger arrayed in 
a broadcloth frock-coat and trousers that bag at the 
knees, 

Kriiger loves his home, with all that it implies. 
‘*Karly to bed’’ is his motto and ‘‘early to rise’’ his 
failing—as I learned to my sorrow. 

It happened in Pretoria, whither I had gone on busi-

‘Come to the house in the morning 
and I will introduce you,’’ said he.

No, we did not settle the fate of 
the universe. ‘‘Oom’’ Paul pretends 
that he cannot understand or speak 
Koglish, for diplomatic reasons; and, 
as I was honestly ignorant of Dutch, 
our conversation was limited. 

The next time I saw him was March 
1, 1890. I remember that date well 
and always will, for then I witnessed 
an exhibition of courage that was 
superb. Historians have dwelt at length 
on Kriger’s bravery in battle and when 
hunting, but I doubt whether he ever 
excelled the moral and physical cour- 
age shown on the date mentioned. 

At that time the Transvaal was in a 
state bordering on anarchy, with Jo- 
hannesburg the centre of the trouble. 
Over-capitalization of the mines, gross 
mismanagement and criminal shortcom- 
ings had caused a state of financial

THE CUP RACES 











HOSE WHO expected to find Shamrock an easy 
prey for Columbia to vanquish, have gone home 
sadder but wiser men, for after these yachts 

had met three times off Sandy Hook in breezes of 
varying strength, the stanch supporters of Colwmbia 
were forced to admit that she had met her match and 
that the America’s Cup was in real danger. 

In a light spinnaker breeze down the wind Shamrock, 
it seems, is almost the equal of Colwmbia, while her 
windward work in light airs is superior to that of the 
Herreshoff boat. What she will do in strong breezes 
is yet an open question, but going on the theory that 
a fast boat in light airs is also fast in heavy weather 
we may expect to see some great racing when both 
yachts get down to business in a steady breeze of 
lifteen knots or more, 

Sir Thomas Lipton has been much disturbed by the 
fact that Designer William Fife, Jr., was taken ill with 
rheumatism on Dewey Day, and that he was unable to 
be aboard Shamrock during her races. Those on board 
Columbia have had the advice of Herreshoff in each 
race, and Sir Thomas feels that Fife should be aboard 
the green racer in all her contests. 

So far, Shamrock’s three skippers, Parker, Hogarth 
and Wringe, have outhandled Columbia’s people in 
every race. They could hardly do better with Fife to 
counsel them. 

Thousands were disappointed at the failure of the 
yachts Columbia and Shamrock to complete the course 
for the second time on Thursday, October 5. 

The event was little better than a drifting match, 
and it tried the patience of the spectators to the 
utmost, for the yachts not only did not make the 
course, but they did not even turn the outer mark 
this time, and when the race was declared off they 
were four miles from it. 

It was a spinnaker start, and Captain Barr, of Colum- 
bia, got the best of it by twelve seconds. The skippers 
indulged in a luffing match, until they were miles out of 
their courses, and the Long Island shore was in plain 
view to port. 

Shamrock succeeded in obtaining the weather berth 
by luffing out across Columbia’s wake. This did her 
but little good, however, for the latter was outfooting 
her Irish rival all the time, and as soon as she was far 
enough ahead Barr’s crew took in the spinnaker, gybed 
Columbia and she stood over to the southeast for the 
outer mark, It was not in sight yet, and there was 
hardly enough wind to fill the sails of either yacht. 

The wind left them entirely at about 2.30, and once 
Columbia turned completely around. Finally a light 
breeze came from the southeast, making it a head wind 
to the outer mark, and some skilful helm-work resulted 
while the skippers played for a windward position. 

When, after half a dozen tacks, the race was declared 


off by the committee, Shamrock led by not more than a 
couple of lengths. However, she had proven herself 
quite as fast in a drifting match as the Herreshoff boat. 

Even old sailormen were deceived by the weather 
early on the morning of October 7, when the yachts 
came tearing out to Sandy Hook Lightship at a twelve- 
knot clip, under mainsails and jibs only, and with their 
lee rails all awash. 

In summer-time northerly winds seldom last, but in 
the fall and winter they may often be relied on. This 
breeze was no better than the regular summer article, 
for it simply melted away into the lightest of zephyrs 
before the race was half over, again disappointing the 
thousands of excursionists who came out to see a race, 
and witnessed, instead, another fluke. 

It is a question whether Captain Barr got the best of 
this start or not. He sent Columbia across the line 
seventeen seconds in the lead, but he placed her in a 
position where Shamrock was able to come up on her 
weather quarter and blanket the American boat. This 
Captain Hogarth of Shamrock promptly did, and for 
several miles there was as pretty a luffing match as 
one would care to watch. 

What wind there was came out of the north-northeast, 
which sent the yachts to the south-southwest in full 
view from the New Jersey beach, so that the Long 
3ranch residents saw the race from the start to the 
time it was declared off. 

It took two hours and fifteen minutes for the yachts 
to cover the fifteen-mile run to the outer mark, and 
during that time Shamrock had the lead for about half 
an hour. She rounded the outer mark first, but by 
only nine seconds. She lost her lead in a moment, for 
Columbia cut in to windward of her at the mark, mak 
ing one of the closest turns ever seen by big yachts like 
these. 

The elapsed time to this mark shows that Columbia 
had been outsailed twenty-seven seconds in the fifteen- 
mile run from the start. 

In the windward work, which occupied the next 
three hours, each skipper strove, by a series of short 
tacks, to obtain the weather berth. In this Sham- 
rock’s skipper made the best showing, for that yacht 
was in the lead several times during that period. 
When the race was called off at 4.31, Columbia led 
by a length to windward. 

By mutual agreement between members of the Royal 
Ulster Yacht Club and the America’s Cup Committee, 
at a meeting held at the New York Yacht Club on Sun 
day afternoon, October 8, it was decided that after 
Thursday, October 12, there should be a race every 
day until the contests were concluded. 

Patience ceased to be a virtue on the morning of 
October 10, when some of the yachtsmen and excur- 
sionists found themselves rolling about in a dead calm, 
and enveloped in a thick fog at the starting point, off 
Sandy Hook Lightship, and others in the same fog in 
Sandy Hook Bay, where Colwmbia and Shamrock \ay 
at their moorings with sail covers on, and no prospect 
of a start, much less a race.

It seemed as if the elements had combined against 
yachting as a sport, and particularly against the un- 
fortunate public which had for four days paid any 
where from one to five dollars for the privilege of 
looking at the yachts from afar and wishing for a race 
which never came. 

For those who came from distant points to see the 
contest the situation was unusually trying, especially 
as the attempts at racing had shown the yachts to be 
so closely matched. 

The remarks of an out-of-town man of sporting pro- 
clivities illustrate the situation pretty clearly. He said: 
“Tf I was certain Columbia was going to win, I should 
pack up and go home at once; but when I see how 
closely the yachts are matched I simply can’t leave 
them until I have seen the actual races, no matter how 
much it costs.”’ 

Many yachtsmen think it strange at this time, in 
view of the almost universal criticism of the handling 
of Columbia, that those in charge of her do not make 
some changes, or at least act on a very good suggestion 
just made, which is to put Captains Hank Haff, Rhodes, 
and Terry on board to aid Barr by their experience and 
counsel, 

‘‘Too many cooks spoil the oroth,”’ but ‘Two 
(or three) heads are better than one’’ in this case, as 
proven by the combination and co-operation of three 
skippers on board Shamrock Racing yachtsmen who 
have watched the work of this clever trio declare that 
they have never ‘‘missed a trick’’ in the handling of 
their yacht. 

The most patriotic admirers of the American yacht 
admit that some grave mistakes have been made in the 
handling of her. There is yet time to prevent a repeti 
tion of any errors which may militate against Colum 
bia’s chances of winning 

All true American yachtsmen and sportsmen hope 
Columbia may win, but if she should fail to hold the 
Cup it would indeed be a pity to have it said that there 
were iwen to be had for the asking who, by their experi 
ence and good judgment, might have turned the small 
balance—for a small balance it is sure to be—in her 
favor. 

After the three light-weather attempts to sail a race 
Shamrock’s crew was very jubilant. They talked quite 
freely and with great confidence of their yacht rheir 
argument, to many, seemed a reasonable one withal, for 
they said: “‘If we can beat Colwmbia in light weather, 
which is supposed to be her best point, why should we 
not beat her in our weather, which is heavy weather?”’ 

As no strong breezes have yet been discovered off 
Sandy Hook on race days, Sha ock’ speed under 
those conditions is an unknown quantity. What we 
do know, however, is that she is not a boat that we

THE DRAMA 


HE GREATEST success of the new American 
play by Bronson Howard and Brander Matthews, 
which Mr. W. H. Crane is presenting at Wal- 

lack’s Theatre, has been won by the scenery and the 
costumes. These, indeed, leave nothing to be desired 
in the way of accuracy, quaint picturesqueness, and of 
delightful combinations of color, The four acts pro- 
gress through three settings, the first in the garden of 
Whitehall, Governor Stuyvesant’s house, painted by 
Homer Emens; the second and fourth, the work of 
Richard Marston, within the house itself, and the third, 
by Emens, at the old fort on the Battery. If the 
spectator could close his ears and follow the piece 
with his eyes only, he would be treated to a series of 
pictures, carrying him straight back to the New Am- 
sterdam of the early sixteen-sixties, shortly before, as 
the programme explains, the name of the colony was 
changed to New York, 

It is a pity that the conspicuous merits of the produc- 
tion should end with the accessories. The authors had 
a tine field, almost a virgin field, and in Peter Stuyve- 
sant they found a character ideally suited to the stage. 
Washington Irving describes Stuyvesant as ‘‘a tough, 
sturdy, valiant, weather-beaten, mettlesome, obstinate, 
leathern-sided, lion-hearted, generous-spirited old gov- 
ernor.’’ Every one of these qualities is scenic; taken 
together, they make a character more interesting and 
human than even Sir Peter Teazle. But what have 
the dramatists done with him? They have converted 
him into a petty, bothersome match-maker, whose 
fatuousness frequently borders on imbecility. They 
have forced him to become the central figure in a 
hodge-podge of crudely devised incidents, generally 
occasionally melodramatic, into which are 
woven the two main threads of the plot. The farcical 
incidents show how Governor Stuyvesant tries to force 
two young couples to fall in love with each other, mis- 
mating them, of course. The inevitable word of ex- 
planation at the start would have made all these inci- 
dents impossible; but the dramatists could not have 
allowed this to be spoken, for it would have shattered 
their play by making four people happy at once, instead 
of uniting them according to their inclinations in the 
last act. The melodrama is equally gratuitous and 
even more involved. The old device is employed of 
throwing suspicion on the integrity of one of the lov- 
ers, the nephew whom Peter worships as his own son, 
and who refuses to declure his innocence in order to 
protect the other, who is his friend. This might 
have been treated with some freshness and vigor, but 
it does not for one moment endure the test of critical 
examination. It would have been a very simple mat- 
ter for the young fellow to declare his innocence, with- 
out in any way casting suspicion on his friend. The 
best work in the piece has no connection with the plot; 
it concerns the love affair between a bachelor French 
doctor of middle « 
developed from Stuyvesant’s match-making proclivities. 
The two people agree to humor the Governor by pre 
tending to fall in with his scheme and end by actually 
falling in love. This pretty little episode begins in a 
grossly farcical manner, but later takes itself out of 
the dramatists’ hands and develops very naturally 
and charmingly. Of course, the idea has been treated 
again and again, but it rests on so recognizable a trait 
in human nature that it is always interesting. 

In point of technical construction the piece shows the 
hand of the skilled play-builder. It is in the treatment 
that it fails. Even the exaggerated incidents might 
have been given vitality if they had been deftly han- 
dled. The greatest of the English dramatists has used

Moreover, throughout the piece, 
there are none of those flashes of insight that light up 
a character. Some of the episodes have already done 
valiant service in the old English farces, now in ob 
livion, What excuse, for example, can be made for 
the introduction of cayenne pepper into the punch 
which the Governor forces his guests to drink? And 
what can be said for the manners of the English lover, 
supposed to be a gentleman, who grossly insults, on 
first meeting, the charming little Dutch girl who a 
few moments later is to fall desperately in love with him? 
This is a reproduction, by the way, of one of the episodes 
used by Jerome K. Jerome in ‘*Miss Hobbs,’’ and it 
shows how closely our modern dramatists follow nature 
and life. On the whole, the piece must be regarded 
as a great disappointment. Beside ‘‘Nathan Hale,”’ 
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which we saw last year, it seems a very feeble picture 
of American life. In much of its treatment ‘* Nathan
